Obama pitches $447 billion jobs bill to Congress

President Obama laid out a S447 billion jobs 
package of tax cuts and government spending 
on'lTiursday that will be critical to his re-elec- 
tion chances, but he faces an uphill fight with 
Republicans. 

"'^th his poll numbers at new lows amid 
voter frustration with 9.1 percent unemploy- 
ment, Obama said in a high-stakes address to 
Congress that the U.S. is in a “national crisis” 
and called for urgent action on sweeping pro- 
posals to revive the stalled economy and avert 


another recession. 

“'Chose of us here tonight can’t solve all of 
our nation’s woes,” Obama said in a nation- 
ally televised prime-time speech. “But we 
can help. We can make a difference. Inhere 
are steps we can take right now to improve 
people’s lives.” 

Taking aim at Republicans who have con- 
sistently opposed his initiatives, Obama said 
it was time to “stop the political circus and 
actually do something to help the economy” 

Obama, who pushed through an $800 bil- 


lion economic stimulus package in 2009, said 
his jobs plan would cut taxes for workers and 
businesses and put more construction work- 
ers and teachers on the job through infra- 
structure projects. 

“It will provide a tax break for companies 
who hire new workers and it will cut payroll 
taxes in half for every working American and 
every small business,” he said. 

Obama is seeking to seize the initiative in 
his bitter ideological battle with Republicans, 
ease mounting doubts about his economic 
leadership and turn around his presidency 
just 14 months before voters decide whether 


to give him a second term. 

Obama wants Congress to pass his “Amer- 
ican Jobs Act”— which administration of- 
ficials said would cost $447 billion— by the 
end of this year and offset the cost with defi- 
cit cuts. 

“You should pass this jobs plan right away” 
he said in a speech interrupted by applause 
from his fellow Democrats while Republicans 
sat mostly in silence. 

But a deal may be hard to achieve with 
politicians already focusing on the presiden- 
tial and congressional elections in November 
2012. 


Security precautions In wake of threat report

President Obama on Wednesday ordered a 
redoubling of counter-terrorism efforts in the 
face of a “credible but unconfirmed” threat 
ahead of the loth anniversary of the Sept, ii, 
2001, attacks. 

U.S. officials, speaking to Reuters on con- 
dition of anonymity, said the threat involved 
Washington, D.C., and New York City— the 


sites involved in the attacks a decade ago Sun- 
day that killed nearly 3,000 people. 

But the officials used strong caveats when 
discussing the threat information privately 
with a national security official cautioning 
that experts thought the threat would ulti- 
mately not check out. 

The White House said Obama was briefed 
on specific threat information ITiursday 


morning, and noted that the US. government 
had already “enhanced its security posture” 
ahead of the anniversary 

“Nevertheless, the president directed the 
counterterrorism community to redouble 
its efforts in response to this credible but 
unconfirmed information,” a White House 
o ffici al said , spe aki ng on co nditio n of 
anonymity. 


The Department of Homeland Security 
which said only last week that there was 
no credible information that al-Qaida 
was plotting an attack around the 9/11 
anniversary, declined to offer details on the 
threat. 

It cautioned that there always were threat 
reports before important dates such as the an- 
niversary of the 9/1 1 attacks.

AMERICA IN A MUCH 
DIFFERENT PLACE

The day began in clear blue skies, but soon 
whipsawed into a decade of war, economic 
meltdown and deep political division. 

'len years after extremist Islamic terrorists 
hijacked passenger jets and crashed them into 
the World Trade Center and the Pentagon 
on Sept. II, 2001, the America that emerged 
from the smoke and rubble was in some ways 
a very different country. 

I low different.^ 

Nearly 3,000 people died on 9/11. The wars 
in Afghanistan and Iraq that followed have so 
far claimed 6,000 American lives and tens of 
thousands of civilians in those Middle East- 
ern countries. Military suicides are at record 
levels. Another 45,000 U.S. troops have been 
wounded, some in devastating ways, and will 
forever bear the scars of their service. 

The country is spent— emotionally and fis- 
cally. The wars have cost more than Si trillion, 
all on credit, and that’s come back to haunt us. 

“Lots of kids ran down to the recruiting of- 
fice,” said Paul Rieckhoff, who led an infantry 
platoon in Iraq and now is executive director 
of Iraq and Afghanistan Veterans of America, 
a nonpartisan activist group. 

“I don’t think they thought they’d do five 
tours and come home to find an unprepared 
VA [Veterans Affairs Department} and unpre- 
pared work environment.” 

The wars took their toll in other ways as 
well. 'Phe invasion of Iraq became shrouded 
in a fog of questionable motives. The war in 


Afghanistan, where the 9/11 plot was hatched, 
turned into a sideshow. 

Then just months after combat in Iraq 
began in 2003, former President George W. 
Bush declared “mission accomplished.” Yet 
the fighting continued for years. Casualties 


mounted, as did mistrust and cynicism over 
the entire undertaking. 

“When there are wars being fought and 
a sense of purpose has not been clear to the 
pubhc, with problems being so complex, peo- 
ple do lose their trust in leadership,” presi- 


dential historian Doris Kearns Goodwin said. 

Though the dots didn’t all connect, 9/11 for 
many became a lens for viewing everything 
that came after: The wars, a sagging economy, 
the social and cultural rancor. They provided 
coherence to the notion that the day was a

America long has been “deeply divided on 
who it is and where we should go and what 
our priorities should be,” said Richard T^nd, 
president of the Ethics and Religious Liberty 
Commission of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention. “I think 9/11 has probably sharpened 
it and perhaps revealed those divisions.” 

Resentments festered. Fringe issues be- 
came mainstream. Decorum disappeared. 

“Ifbu lie!” a congressman shouted at Presi- 
dent Obama during a speech. Critics ques- 


tioned the president's citizenship and warned 
that “death panels” in his health reform plan 
would decide the fate of the elderly. Lawmak- 
ers worried inexplicably that Islamic religious 
law, or Sharia, might gain a foothold, 

“It just seems as if the post- 9/11 world has 
been a world in which our country seems to 
show itself as not very good in solving prob- 
lems anymore,” historian Michael Kazin of 
Cieorgetown University said. “Both parties 
reflect this sense that America is not working 
very well, that weVe not able to set goals and 


achieve them.” 

A brief moment of national unity did occur 
in the immediate aftermath of 9/ii.'l'he coun- 
try became a tapestry of shared grief. Traders 
spoke with one voice. 

“There was this sense there would be this 
profound change for the better,” documen- 
tary filmmaker Ken Burns said. “Americans 
were coming together in an unusually power- 
ful way ... in the ashes. We live in a bittersweet 
memory of that eollcetive tragedy and collcc- 
rwe possibility It hasn't been the same since.”

A flight attendant’s 
story from Sept. 11 


As the lO-ycar 
anniversary of the 
terrorist attacks of 
Sept. II approaches, 
it’s easy to see it as 
the event that has 
shaped politics and 
the direction of our 
country for good 
and bad, for an entire 
generation. For me — 
like for thousands 
of others — it also 
was a life-changing 
experience that is not 
easily boiled down to 
a bumper sticker or a stump speech talking 
point. 

I was a flight attendant and was in the air 
that mornit^, working a flight from New ^rk 
City to Florida. I worked for an airline that 
has live 1 Vs in every seat, so we were some of 
the few people in the air who actually watched 
the horrors of that day unfold live. 

It all started normally enough, llie crew of 
six met for the early-morning flight, expect- 
ing a short trip to 'lampa, Fla., and back. 'Fhe 
plane was full and we had a quiet, low-key 
service, chatting with the few passengers 
who were awake. 

Then it happened. 

We heard a murmur pass throt^h the cabin 
and then dozens of attendant call buttons 
went off We ran into the cabin to find pas- 
sengers crying and asking us what was going 
on. The crew had no idea (we don't have TVs 
in our gaJ leys), so we sat with the passengers 
and watched in horror as the news came in: 

A plane had crashed into the World Irade 
Center. 

We were almost ready to start our descent 
when the entire plane seemed to scream at 
one time. A second plane had hit. lliis was a 
terrorist attack. 

The crew went into crowd control mode as 


we were told by the pilots that we were being 
ordered to land immediately The plane went 
into a sharp descent, and we worked to calm 
passengers while at the same time arming 
ourselves with whatever we could— coffee 
pots, fire extinguishers— in case we had 
hijackers on board. 

After landing safely and unloading passen- 
gers, our little crew of six sat on the empty 
plane, holding hands and watching in shock 
as reports came in of other planes crashing 
and the towers falling. 

When T got back to New Vbrk, T attended 
vigils for the victims, including my fellow 
flight attendants. (T did not work for an air- 
line that was hijacked.) T cried and waved as 
first responders and firefighters drove by to 
help in the recovery effort, T looked for the 
faces of friends in the thousands of missing 
persons fliers that were posted around the 
city. I continued to work on nearly empty 
planes, the whole time fearing it could hap- 
pen again. It actually played a huge part in 
my decision to leave the industry a few years 
later. 

To me, 9/11 was a very personal experience. 
It brought me closer to friends and family 
and made me realize what was important to 
me, forever changing the direction my life 
took. That's why it saddens me as I watch 
politicians use the tragedy as a “call to action' ' 
or as an excuse to chip away at personal free- 
doms and rights. 

Instead of coming together as a country, 
it seems we entered into a time that is more 
distrustful and divided than ever, throwing 
around terms such as “unpatriotic" or “real 
Americans” with impunity lliat day changed 
so much and shaped our politics for genera- 
tions to come. It remains to be seen if we can 
learn and grow from it or simply stagnate in 
fear and divisions. 

Perhaps the loth anniversary is the time to 
truly reflect and move forward.

Corrupt cop gets 12 years 


Rogue officer led group 
that robbed, kidnapped

Jerome Finnigaoj the ringleader of a group of 
corrupt Chicago police officers who robbed 
and kidnapped people in one of the worst 
department scandals in recent history, was 
sentenced to i2 years in prison Thursday by a 
federal judge* 

Finnigan pleaded guilty in April of plotting 
to hire a hit man to kill a fellow police offi- 
cer whom he suspected of cooperating with 
investigators. 

Finnigan also pleaded guilty at that time to 
tax-related charges stemming from his pock- 
eting of hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
proceeds from the robberies. 

Before he was sentenced, Finnigan rose in 
the federal courtroom and defended his career 
as an officer. “I can hold my head high, stand- 
ing before you in an orange jumpsuit,” he said. 

Acknowledging what he did, he blamed 
“temptation and greed.” Without getting into 
specifics, Finnigan told the judge his bosses 
knew what he was doing. 

US. District Judge Blanche Manning told 
Finnigan he once had been a good officer who 
tried to “rid the community of the scourge of 
drugs ... [and who] became a scourge yourself ” 

After the hearing, Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Brian Netols said the actions of Finnigan and 
the other officers in the unit “impacts the 
community’s trust” in the police force. 

But after Finnigan suggested in the hearing 
that what he was a doing was well known to 
his superiors, Netols said that with Finnigan’s 
sentencing and the upcoming sentencing of 
one other member of the unit in November, 
the prosecution was “effectively completed.”

Crib bumper ban 

Chicago on Thursday became the first city 
in the country to ban the sale of crib bumper 
pads because the popular products pose a 
suffocation risk to babies. It was introduced In 
response to Tribune investigations that found 
federal regulators for years have received 
reports of babies suffocating in cases that in- 
volved crib bumpers, yet have failed to warn 
parents or investigate all deaths. 


Casino support 

The City Council on Thursday backed Mayor 
Emanuel s push to get Gov. Quinn to sign off on 
a major gambling expansion that would bring a 
casino to Chicago. One after another stood up 
to say a casino would bring new jobs and gen- 
erate $20 million a month or so that Emanuel 
has pledged to use to rebuild the city.

Underestimate these female fantasy 
football players at your own risk, fellas

The Fantasy League of Extraordinary Gentlemen is suddenly due for a name 
change. The Chicago-based fantasy football league has a new female owner, Lau- 
ren Nisavic, who is not afraid to bring a different aesthetic to the otherwise all-guy 
league. 

“I wanted to have a super girly team name, so Em the Victoria's Secrets ” said 
Nisavic, 21, of Lincoln Park. “IVe already gotten a lot of trash talk about it.” 


Sure, the fantasy football world is dude- 
dominated and more closely resembles a frat 
party than a baby shower, but the growing 
number of women joining virtual football 
leagues isn’t just a fantasy 

According to the latest research from Ip- 
sos and the Fantasy Sports Trade Association, 
5.4 million— or approximately 20 percent— of 
all fantasy players are female. 

Pilar Lastra, a former Playboy Playmate 
who hosts the “Fantasy Football Show” on 
SiriusXM radio, said she’s noticed a spike in 
female listeners. 

“It’s mostly men, let’s be honest, but we’re 
getting more females, especially through 
Twitter,” said Lastra, herself a five-time fanta- 
sy football champ. “Ladies sometimes call us 
for fantasy advice because it’s easier to ask us 
than to ask their boyfriends or other people 
who might not have the patience for someone 
who is a more inexperienced player.” 

The growing trend of more females playing 
fantasy represents a drastic change from a few 
years ago, when some women were rebelling 
against the sport and creating websites such 
as Wd men Against Fantasy Sports— an online 
support group for football widows on how to 
cope with their significant other’s fantasy ad- 
dictions. 

If you can’t beat them, join them— that’s 
the philosophy of Stephanie Kilburg, who 
said she’s always had boyfriends play fantasy 
but didn’t do it herself until this season. Now 


she’s talking draft strategy with her current 
boyfriend and downloading an app on her 
phone that will enable her to check her team 
on the go. 

“I think I can make it to the Top 5 of my 
league if I stay committed and keep up,” said 
Kilburg, 27, of River West. 

Lavina Jadhwani represents an even tinier 
demographic of fantasy player. She is a stage 
director and the commissioner of a league 
made up mostly of actors involved in local 
theater. 

“Theater people who like fantasy football 
is definitely a small, weird cross-section of 
people,” said Jadhwani, 28, of Rave ns wood. 

She admits the league is rather casual and it 
has no entry fee, but she encourages members 
to make fun side bets. 

“When I play my friend Michael, the loser 
has to change their Facebook status to say 
that they lost to the other. T he loser also has 
to wear the winner’s team jersey the next 
weekend and has to cook the winner dinner,” 
Jadhwani said. “I prefer beer and baked goods 
to money 

Meanwhile, Shioban Lawler and Alishia 
Thompson pride themselves on being more 
hard-core about the sport than many guys 
they play against. 

Lawler plays in three leagues and 'lliomp- 
son participates in two, and they represent 
the only women in a league that boasts a $150 
entry fee and a S 1,000 first prize. For them,

“It’s a really competitive league,” said 
T hompson, 32, of Romeoville. 'We attack 
each other and trash talk all the time.

“It’s definitely serious,” said Lawler, 29, a 
consultant who lives in Bronzeville. “I do a 
lot of studying and look at what trades were 
made in the offseason, who is on injured re- 
serve, watch preseason games and look at 
depth charts.

The rapid spread of the illness baffles

Suffice to say my pesky cough and I felt

“Contagion” is much more compelling 
when showing what it takes to confront a 
huge, unexpected problem, not merely how 

susceptible we are to sickness and chaos. Dr.

Will lessons be contagious? 

While the new film "Contagion.” about a 
global pandemic, sets out to give viewers 
chills, director Steven Soderbergh said it 
has an educational agenda too. 

"What would be great is if this type of 
event were to occur, people would feel, 
"Wait, I've been through this in a way, I saw 
that movie,' " he said. "During MINI [the 
2009 flu scare], I wasn't satisfied that they 
were on top of it Now I know that they are 
very, very good. 

"The immediate effect is that when the 
lights come up, you realize you're with 400 
other people who are covered with germs” 
Soderbergh said. If viewers can remember 
to find ways not to touch their faces during 
flu season, they have a much better chance 
of not getting sick, he said.

Tommy meet in the finals of Sparta— which 
is dubbed the Super Bowl of mixed martial 
arts and offers $5 million to the winner— so 
the movie’s meat will be in watching them get 
there. 

The buzz: Hey sometimes Eli vs. Peyton Man- 
ning happens, so it’s not unthinkable that two 
brothers could engage in a championship show- 
down. What’s more notable is that director/co- 
writer Gavin O’Connor (“Miracle”) has made 
a sibling-driven fighting movie that feels more 
true than “The Fighter,” even though “Warrior” 
is pure fiction. 


The verdict: Tes, I got choked up. Like “Friday 
Night Lights,” “Warrior” is a quiet character 
study so heart-wrenching it doesn’t matter 
whether you have any interest in the sport at its 
center, (And if you do, there are plenty of big 
fight moments to inspire an “Ohhhhhhh!!!”) 
O'Connor can't resist a few moments that make 
the film's persistent, understated blue-collar ness 
feel manipulative, and a no t-quite-convincing no- 
tion of how the guys work their way through the 
tournament detracts from the realism. 

What Lingers is the way “^ 5 (hrrior” takes fa- 
miliar bones and loads them with muscle of its 
own to create a story of pure wall and determi- 
nation without any glamour or posturing. Life 
experience practically drips off the movie like 
sweat, and “Warrior” is surely as moving a film 
as possible to make about people beating the 
stuffing out of each other.

about Iran's underground rock 
scene). 

In "Circumstance." teenage 
best friends Shi reen (Sarah 
Kazemy) and Atafeh (Nikohl 
Boosheri) dream of a care- 
free life filled with singing and 
dancing and more time spent 
elevating their playful rapport to 
something much steamier. 

This story should fearlessly 
explore a unique perspective in 
a fresh way. Instead, it constant- 
ly, bluntly reiterates the main 
points until majorly downshift- 
ing to a shallow, unsatisfying 
ending. 

In the most intense moments, 
though, both when passion 
nearly boils over and when the 
degradation of women is at its 
most sickening, “Circumstance” 
trembles with the kind of honest 
rage that dangerous people pre- 
fer to silence.

Knockout roles put 
Hardy in spotlight

It is an understatement to say that actor Tom 
Hardy’s star is rising fast. 

Last year, the 33-year-old British actor 
earned Hollywood credibility as a member of 
Leonardo DiCaprio’s dream traveling posse in 
“Inception.” The film’s director, Christopher 
Nolan, then cast Hardy in one of 2012’s most 
coveted roles: the villain Bane in the Batman 
flick, “The Dark Knight Rises.” 

In “Warrior,” opening Friday, the actor 
plays a former wrestling prodigy-turned- 
Marine who returns to the ring to fight for a 
$5 million mixed martial arts prize, only to be 
pitted against his estranged brother, played by 
Australian actor Joel Edgerton. 

Hardy gained 30 pounds of muscle thanks 
to physical training and lived out a “Rocky”- 
esque fantasy in scenes where he waded 
through crowds of cheering fans on his way 
toward the fighting cage. 

As convincing as he may look physically for 
the role on screen. Hardy harbors no notions 
that he actually could thrive as a fighter in the 
MMA world. 

“Ed get knocked out— stone cold,” Hardy 
said with certainty “Ed probably trip on the 
stairs on my way up to the ring and knock my 
teeth out. So its a very short-lived moment of 
‘I can do this!’ because I really can’t.” 

Still, that doesn’t stop him from taking on 
roles that might prove otherwise. Hardy put 
on more then 40 pounds to play the real-life 
British prisoner Charles Bronson, who spent 


most of his life in solitary confinement, in the 
2009 film “Bronson.” 

His role in “Dark Knight Rises” is a gig 
that landed on Hardy’s plate unexpectedly 
While in Canada shooting the Reese With- 
erspoon romantic comedy “This Means War,” 
Hardy was getting ready to head to Australia 
to spend a year shooting the new Mad Max 
movie, “Fury Road,” taking over the role 
that made Mel Gibson an international super- 
star. 

But Mother Nature had other plans, flood- 
ing the Australian desert with torrential rains, 
wiping out the wasteland setting and cancel- 
ing the shoot. 

Hardy was devastated— until Nolan called 
about playing Batman’s powerful foe. 

“Chris rings and says, ‘I’m not sure if it’s 
your sort of thing because it would mean 
wearing a mask. How do you feel about wear-

Inspired by Mexican albondigas soup (which fea- 
tures meatballs in a tomato-based broth), the star 
of this dish is the tender pork-and-lamb meatballs, 
served alongside a chihuahua cheese waffle But 
for the price, I wish the dish came with more than 
three meatballs; we had to slice ’em up pretty small 
to make sure we got a bit with every bite. The "spicy 
tomato stew/' as described on the menu, was nicety 
zingy. and as with the meatball, we could have 
used more than a small pool. Though this waffle is 
made with chihuahua cheese, my tablemates were 
convinced it was identical to the Cheddar waffle we 
tried.

Waffles, waffles and more waffles at South Loop eatery

Move over, pancakes. Excuse moi, French toast. Waffles (1400 S. Michigan Ave. 
312-854-8572), the South Loop's newest breakfast joint is a communal table- 
filled shrine to the waffle in ail of its crispy-edged, hot-from-thc-iron glory 
There are other options on the menu, including omelets, salads and sand- 
wiches served with (of course) waffle fries. But most diners are sticking with the 
namesake dish, which breaks the mold with more than a dozen options ranging 
from your basic fruit-topped Brusscb-stylc waffle to eggs Benedict that trades 
the usual English muffin for a pair of seriously adorable mini-waffles. Taking its 
elaborate menu as a challenge, I gathered some hungry pals to dig into five of 
the most unique-sounding waffles on the menu.
